SCIENTIST CAN 
LOOK TWO WAYS 


New 
Whirligig 
Microscope 
Allows One To Look Two 
Ways At Once. 


By HOW ARD W. BLAKESLEE 
(Associated Press Science Editor) 
Woods Hole. Mass. (AP*—A new. 
whirligig 
microscope 
which 
can 
look in two directions at once is 
in use a t the Murine biological lab­ 
oratory here. 
It allows the scientist to mag­ 
nify and to compare two groups of 
microscopic anim als simultaneously 
while subjected to high 'centrifugal 
forces. 
The feat is much like be­ 
ing able to see both New York and 
London populations simultaneously. 
Rotating Disc Used 
The whirligig is a double cen­ 
trifuge microscope, devised by Dr. 
E. 
Newton Harvey of Princeton 
university, and Alfred Loomis of 


Tuxedo Park, N. Y., the broker- > 
scientist. 
This centrifuge is a disc , 
somewhat bigger than 
a 
dinner 
plate, rotating at several thousand 
revolutions a minute. 
Opposite each other, near the rim 
of the plate, two holes are sunk 
in the disc, but they do not pene- j 
trate it completely. 
In each 
of j 
these depressions is placed a group j 
I of living animal cells. 
Connecting 
the holes is a corridor, making a I 
i straight line across the plate. 
The 
corridor is fitted with m irrors and 
lenses, which reflects the images 
ot the animals in both holes to a 
hiirror sunk in the exact center of 
the plate. 
Both Colonies Seen 
Looking at the central mirrors 
through a microscopic ocular, the 
scientist sees both colonies sim ul­ 
taneously. 
When the plate revolves, the cells 
begin to reveal the different sub- 
< stances of which they are com pris­ 
ed. Centrifugal force separates the 
| substances, causing them to gather 
; in layers, like stripes on stick candy. 
The layers form because the ma- 
1 terials have different densities. The 


lightest of these stay closest to the 
center of tile whirling plate, while 
the heaviest move outward toward 
the rim. 
This separation does not kill the 
animals. 
Therefore ordinarily in­ 
visible life processes can be seen 
in action better than by any other 
method yet devised. 
An example of the ase is to divide 
a group of cells of the same ani­ 
mal, putting half into each hole. 
One of the cell groups will be in 
sea water, the ether 
in 
narcotic 
liquid. Then the microscope shoms 
moment by m om ent how the cells 
react 
differently to the narcotic 
than to their norm al environment 
of water. 


NO IMMEDIATE 
COAL SHORTAGE 


Survey Reveals Good Anthra­ 
cite Coal Supply For 
Lonjj Time. 


Secretary of Internal Affairs P hil­ 
lip H. Dewey today estim ated that 
a total of 8,979,474000 tons of re ­ 
coverable anthracite coal rem ain in 
the hard fields of Pennsylvania. Of 
this total, he added, approxim ately 
3 ,9 0 7 .9 0 0 ,0 0 0 
tons would be taken 
from the ground within the next 
40 years and that 5.071,600.000 would 
rem ain for the descenders of the 
present generations beyond the 40 
year period. 
Secretary Dewey based his esti­ 
m ates on reports submitted follow­ 
ing the completion of a study m ade 
by the bureau of topographic and 
geologic survey 
of 
the 
Pennsyl­ 
vania departm ent of internal a f­ 
fairs. 
The time element was de­ 
veloped on the basks of mining op­ 
erations covering the last dozen 
years. 
Discussing the bituminous fields 
in the state, the secretary estim ated 
th a t about ten billion tons of so­ 
called soft coal remain in thick or 
m oderately thick beds. 
Mining bi- 
tum inoas coal at the rate of 15 0 ,- 
000,000 tons a year, he said, would 
exhaust the supply in about 70 years 
after 
which 
the 
commonwealth 
wmuld find itself in a position to j 
dig only from thin beds and at heavy j 
expense. 
“A fter 70 years," commented Sec­ 


retary Dewey. "Pennsylvania Is like­ 
ly to face a decline not only in coal 
production but also m her vast 
metallurgical 
and 
manufacturing 
industries now dependent on soft 
coal. 
When oil is exhausted we 
shall make oil from oil shales and 
coal. 
When natural gas 
is 
ex­ 
hausted we could still 
make 
gas 
from coal, 
but when coal is ex­ 
hausted our fuel resources are at 
an end and we m ust turn to water, 
wind, wave and sun. none of which 
will ever replace coal in cheapness 
and ease of use.”

There, it happened, 
they were halted and arrested by 
suspicious customs agents. After a 
sharp fight the two legionnaires 
were put aboard a small boat in the 
harbor for return to Sousse. 
But Schultzky and Bohlen were 
undaunted. While Bohlen waited in 
a comer for the boat's engineer to 
pass, ready to hit him with a bottle, 
Schultzky confronted the skipper 
with a leveled revolver he had hid­ 
den from the customs agents. The 
skipper promptly knocked Schultz­ 
ky overboard with a punch in the 
Jaw. 
Schultzky. w-ho didn’t know how 
to swim, started to sink. Bohlen 
meanwhile, jumped into the sea and 
awarn toward shore. He was seized, 
however, when he reached 
land, 
while the boats crew' fished out 
Schultzky. 
Under a strong escort this time 
the two hapless legionnaires were 
turned over to gendarmes at Sous­ 
se. Frieda Schild. a hotel cham ­ 
bermaid. also arrested and accused
